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Museum Pieces Admired 30 Years, Declared Forgeries 


NEW YORK (U PD -The Metro­ 
politan Museum of Art has con­ 
fessed sadly that three “major 
Etruscan sculptures” which have 
thrilled laymen and intrigued ex­ 
perts for the past 30 years are 
forgeries. 
James J. Rorimer, director of 


the museum, said Monday the 
works, so impressive that an en­ 
tire room was devoted almost en­ 
tirely to them, were the creation 
of a 20th Century forger. They 
supposedly 
dated 
form 
about 
500 B.C. 
The objects are three terra cot­ 


ta figures of warriors of impres­ 
sive size and heroic attitude. The 
first is a helmeted head nearly 
five feet high. The other two are 
figures eight feet and six feet 
high. They weight 800 and 500 
pounds respectively. 
Since their public display by the 


museum in 1933 the figures have 
been the object of considerable 
suspicion by archaeologists. 
The distrust of experts was fi­ 
nally confirmed by the investiga­ 
tions of Joseph V. Noble, operat­ 
ing administrator of the museum 
and an expert on ceramics. 


He proved that the black glaze 
on the statues was produced not 
by an ancient Greek oxidizing 
method but by the modern dyeing 
agent manganese dioxide. 
It also appeared that the stat­ 
ues had been deliberately broken 
into many fragments before they 
were placed in the firing ovens 


to support their authenticity when 
they were presented for the ap­ 
praisal of museum experts. 
The museum would not disclose 
what the figures had cost nor 
where they had been obtained. 
But it is known that the price 
was high and it is assumed they 
came from Italy. 


They will for the moment re­ 
main on display, but with a notice 
describing their reduced circum­ 
stances. 
The museum officials did not 
explain why it took them nearly 
30 years before checking on the 
authenticity of the sculptures.

Yardley Council To Hood Parking Meters Until March 


Despite a brief flare up, agree­ 
ment was reached last night be­ 
tween Yardley businessmen and 
Borough Council 
to 
settle 
the 
parking meter dispute. 
About 140 businessmen attend­ 
ed A council session in council 
chambers atop the Yardley Fire 
Co., Main St., “ to protest strict 
enforcement fo parking meter vio­ 
lations during the recent snow­ 
storm.” 
The crux of the matter, one 
businessman explained, 
is that 
Yardley wants “ to extend a friend­ 
ly attitude and not chase people 
out of town.” Especially is this 
vital to the community, he add­ 
ed, since Yardley businessmen 
are faced with the free parking 
offered by the many large shop­ 
ping centers in the area. 
Council members decided to 
cover parking meters for the re­ 
mainder of the month, while coun­ 
cil and businessmen from a com­ 
mittee “ to try and work things 
out in an amicable manner.” 
According to Frederick T. Beb- 
bington, secretary, “ A number of 
merchants at the meeting said 
that they felt the situation regard­ 
ing 
parking could 
have 
been 
handled better than it was.” 
He said that, in view of the 
heavy snow, “ greater leniency 
should have been extended to 
motorists who over-parked while 
shopping in Yardley.” 
Bebbington said that 
Burgess 
Myles Furey commented that “ as 
long as parking regulations were 
in effect, it was his duty to enforce 
them. However, if council want­ 
ed to suspend them, they could

them, Furey felt he had an obliga* 
tion to enforce the law.” 
Principal spokesman 
for 
the 
businessmen was T. Sidney Cad- 
wallader, a lawyer and past pres­ 
ident of Yardley 
Businessmen's 
Association. 
Cadwallader said, “ Basically, I 
solicited the help of council in 
solving the problem of a small 


town facing the competition of the 
large shopping centers. 
“ We are not against the park­ 
ing meters, but we feel the en­ 
forcement of them might have 
been carried out with more un­ 
derstanding and more diplomatic­ 
ally during the snow storm.” 
He said the businessmen would 
like to meet with council, “ so this 
public relations angle can be im­ 
proved.” 
Cadwallader admitted that, at 
one point in the session, “ o n e 
speaker was a little warm” and 
that matters “ were on a pretty 
high plane.”
